At first It seemed they exact- 
ly contradicted each other, and that 
la why Einstein waa led to ignore the 
ether completely. 


Both of these experlmenta made 


uae of very almple meebanical prln- 
clplea and applied them to tbe theory 
of light. 


Michtnvm and Morley attempted 


to detect the streaming of the ether 
pact toe earth aa the earth fliea 
through apace. For thia purpose an 
apparatus was devised In which a 
beam of light waa ipllt into two 
part* by a thinly ailrered glass, one 
half of the beam paaalng on u'nde- 
flected through the glaat, tbe other 
half being reflected exactly at right 
angle* to the flrat half 
Both beams 


were then reflected back again by 
two mirron to reunite and be ob- 
served by the eye. - 


If there were any motion of the 


ether relatiTe to the earth, the beam 
traveling along the line of motion 
would be retarded Just aa a boat 
would be retarded by a stream of 
water. 
The other beam traveling 


across the line of motion of the ether 
wovJd suffer no change in its time of 
transit, hence the first beam would 
lag behind and the two would not 
reunite as If they had both followed 
a path of the same length. 
This 


would produce a disturbance in tbe 
light risible to the obserrer at the 
allTered glass, where the beams 
emerge. But when the experiment 
was tried, there waa not tbe slight* 
eat evidence of the ether slipping or 
moring past the earth.-. 


So it was that Sir Oliver Lodge set 


himself tbe task of finding just how j 
moving matter carries ether with it. 
In describing his'own apparatus on 
which he worked during a period of 
six years, be says: "I took two steel 
disks, a yard in diameter clamped 
together with a small apace between. 
The plates were mounted on a verti- 
cal axle so they could be spun 
aa 


fast aa they would stand without 
flying to pieces." Here again a beam 
of light is broken up into two parts 
by a thinly silvered glass, one of the 
parts being reflected around between 
tbe plates in one direction- by suit- 
able stationary mirrors, while the 
unreflected beam is made to take an 
exactly opposite path. Hence when 
tbe disks are whirled, if tbe ether 
IB tbe space la carried with the disks 
at all, tbe beam traveling opposite 
to this motion should be retarded, 
while tbe other beam is accelerated. 
This sboald produce a disturbance 
visible to tbe observer when 
the 


beans rewrite. But when it was tried 
there waa no evidence at all of tbe 
slightest motion of tbe ether. 


Einstein baa boldly ignored 
the 


other and baa thereby been enabled 
to formulate a more 'general law 
of gravitation than tbe classic law of 
Newtoo. On this as a basis he pre- 
dicted that tbe gravitational field of 
tbe sun would bend the rays of light 
from the distant 
stars 
passing 


through it.—Popular Mechanics.

HE TELEPHONE SYSTEM which we have 
built in New York State sets a standard for the 


entire world. The equipment is of the highest type — 
the service is of a superior quality. Cities, towns, vil- 
lages and hamlets are placed within voice reach of 
each other at any time in any season. All are brought 
into one great neighborhood where the telephone does 
its part to aid and promote commercial and social 
activities. 


This system is the product of a policy of providing 


good service for everyone at* reasonable cost to every- 
one. Each subscriber and each community pays a rate 
that bears a fair relation to the value and scope of the 
service furnished. The Company meets its financial 
obligations by means of its revenue from the entire 
State and develops and improves its service in each 
community so as to make the system as a whole of 
greater value to everyone it serves. 


There has been some talk of discarding this tried 


and effective method and substituting a method which 
would treat each community as a unit with telephone 
rates fixed upon a basis that would provide sufficient 
revenue to pay the operating expenses and a fair re- 
turn upon the value of the local property.

The State-wide principle also made pos-
